REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board of Henniker: 


I herewith submit my sixth annual report as superintend- 
ent of Henniker schools: 


STATISTICS. 

Number of different pupils registered duriiig the school 
year, 1920-21; was 246; 132 boys and 114 girls. Of this num- 
ber 81 were in the high school and 165 in the éleméntary 
schools.

At the close of the school year in 1921, 202 pupils were 
promoted, 26 not promoted. 13 of the latter wéreé in the 
first three grades. 

Whole number of children éniinierated 5 years of age or 
older and under 16, in Sept., 1921, was 249. Whole number of 
resident children accounted for in school and out, 269. 


TEACHERS AND INSTRUCTION. 


At no time, even through the war period, has it been so 
difficult for your superintendent to secure teachers as it was 
this last summer. ‘Two of the best positions we had to offer 
were filled but a few days before the time of opening the 
schools, and one not until two weeks after the opening, necessi- 
tating a substitute. In the “Central Building” every teacher, 
but one, was new to Henniker, though none were without expe- 
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rience. The outside schools were more easily previded for than 
usual and wth only one inexperienced tezcher. I feel that we 
have an unusually good teaching force throughout the town 
this year and good results are being obtained. The pupils, as 
a wholec, are showing unusual interest. There has not been a 
year since my connection with the schools when they have 
run so smoothly, with so few complaints of conditions, with 
so little fault finding and so little criticism of teachers on the 
part of parents and children, as during the presezt year. It 
speaks well for the teachers and the present good condition 
of the schools. 


The pupils of the fifth and sixth grades in the Central 
School have had thus far four teachers—an unfortunate thing 
for them. The fact that all these have been good teacher: 
helps, of course. A resigzation, now in my posession means 
still another, the fifth. The room never was in better con- 
dition for a new teachcr to take than at present; but it is goin 
to mean the fullest co-operation of parents, teachers and 
school officials, if these pupils are ready for promotion in 
June. In the Primary department, the present indication: are 
that there will be too many failures in June. If so, it will be 

ecause of the fact, that the teacher has too many in the room 
to give that close personal attention that the little people so 
much need, and not because she has not worked hard and pa- 
tiently with them. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


It is a pleasure to report existing conditions at the high 
school as much improved over those of last year. The morale 
oi the school is excellent; there is an evident spirit of co- 
operation, friendliness and mutual confidence and respect be- 
tween pupils and teachers that must result in prozress and 
intellectual crowth. The pupils are doing their work well 
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becatisé they wish to; the teachers, without exception, are 
working interestedly and harmoniously and with a real desire 


to be helpful. 


Principal Gillmore has taken a real live interest in those 
things that interest boys and girls, and has already developed 
a splendid school spirit, sadly lacking for several years. Not 
only are subjects being taught this year in the high school, 
but far better than that, boys and girls are being taught, and 
that is the essential thing. The high school has certainly as- 
sumed new life; long may it keep alive. 


There is évidently a strong sentiment in the town for 
another course in the high school, that will not necessitate 
the taking of Latin; some suggest one thing, others another. 
I believe the matter should be thoughtfully considered and 
some action taken by the district. Another course will mean 
another teacher and consequent additional expense; it would 
mean, too, retaifting in a school many pupils who now leave 
at the énd of the eighth grade, or soon after, because the ex- 
isting course does not ititerest them. The number of graduates 
not goitig to college nor any other advanced school is a strong 
argument for giving here in the home school a course that 
shall be more practical and more directly helpful to the large 
majority. It is interesting to notice the following figures. In 
the last twenty years the school records show that 108 have 
graduated from the high school; of this number only 14 have 
gone to college and 37 have gone to Normal. school, or some 
business college, or training school for nurses, or some other 
post-graduate school. The rest have been content with their 
high school graduation. It is evident that the Latin course 
will fit for college; for 8 pupils have gone directly from this 
school to college in.the last six years and are making good 
there. But is it doing what should be done for so many 
others who never go to college?

Another recitation room is needed for the high school 
classes. At present the physics laboratory is used for a reci- 
tation room for other subjects as well as for a laboratory. I 
frequently see pupils performing experiments in this room, 
while at the same time an English or French recitation is be- 
ing conducted there, and this is often necessary. The experi- 
ment work attracts the attention of those in the other classes. 
as might-be expected, and should, if possible be avoided. 
There is an abundance of waste space in the so-called attic of 
this building that could be utilized in providing, at reasonably 
small expense, an excellent laboratory, much preferable to the 
present location. I ask your consideration of this suggestion, 

I chould not neglect, in speaking of this particular build: 
ing, to give deserved praise for the janitor service rendered: 
this is one of the neatest kept school buildings in the State 
and has been for several years past. Mr. Jameson is fully 
maintaining the excellent reputation as a janitor, that My, 
Burnham established and so justly deserved, 


REPAIRS, 


The rural school buildings in usé a¥é in 800d repair ex 
cepting the one at Hemlock Corner. The interior of this 
building should be painted, whitewashed and brightened gen: 
erally and the toilets be put in satisfactory condition. This 
school and the “Brick” have jacketed stoves without fresh air 
inlets. These are essential to secure the ventilation derived 
from this type of stove, and I hope will be provided. Other 
needed repairs in the rural schools are but minor. The ceilings 
in the high school room, halls and assembly hall at the Cen- 
tral school, will need considerable plastering work done, if 
these are to be safe. 
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IN. GENERAL. 

[ can sée but little prospect of any substantial reduction im 
school expenses without seriously menacing efficiency. Schoo! 
supplies and textbooks are somewhat cheaper than a year 
ago, but teachers aré not. 

The good recalfs of the masic feaching in.the schools are: 
clearly evident in evety grade. This branch of school work: 
should certainly be continued. | 

The physical culture work, together with its attendant 
feachings of good manners and courtesy, I highly commend. 
There is no more important branch of school work today thaw 
that of physical training in its cotinection with health work. 
At present the work is seriously handicapped, however, by 
being confined if its operations fo the respective class rooms. 
The kind of work that has to be given in the limifed space in 
these class rooms elitminates foo many of the most helpfal and 
tmost healthful exercises. As a tesulf, the maximum bene“ts 
are not being recéived from the work. When given in the 
school hall it causes too much disturbance in the high school 
room below. If a special teacher is to be employed for this 
work, a suitablé room should be arranged for once a week 
that the pupils may have the benefits of all there is in such 
work. If room cannot be provided, then the work must be 
restricted to the very simplest forms which the teachers may be 
instructed to do as well as a special teacher. This work, to- 
gether with the sewing, should be continued in the rural 
schools as it méans so much there. 

We are not satisfying the State requirements as to lencth 
of the recitation periods in the high school. Every teacher 
there is overcrowded with work and has no spare time that 


we can use. There seers to be no way of meeting these re-

quirements, under present conditions, other than to increase 
the school hours. | so recommend. 

The work of the district nurse is a valuable asset to the 
schools. Thé result of her work in assisting the teachers to 
establish health habits is very apparent. 

To you as a Board, I wish to extend my appreciation of 
your co-operation at all times and to bear witness of your 
enue interest in whatever concerns the best good of the 
boys.and girls in the Henniker schools,
